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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 . Claim 5 is objected to because of the following informalities: It appears the word "nut" 
should be changed to -net—. Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-3, and 5-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. The use of the word "lee" here is inconsistent with the 
definitions listed in Webster's Collegiate Dictionary, 10 th Ed., which reads as follows; " n. 1 : 
protecting shelter 2 : the side (as of a ship) that is sheltered from the wind." While applicant is 
permitted to be his own lexicographer, the use of "lee" here is awkward and confusing to the 
claimed subject matter. 

Claim 6 recites the limitation "said two floats" in line 3. There is insufficient antecedent 
basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 7 is rejected as being dependant upon the rejected subject matter of base claim 6. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

5. Claims 1-3, 6, and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Mims 
(US 4,237,646). 

Mims discloses a fishing device, as best understood, comprising a rigid lower member 2, 
and a main lee 1 which is horizontally connected to a net 4. Another lee 3, 5 extends from the 
lower member 2, through the net 4, which is slideable thereon, and is also connected to the main 
lee 1 . A float means 7 is used to maintain the net in a substantially vertical position. 

Regarding claim 2, there are at least two lee members 3,5, and regarding claim 3 said lees 
3,5 form substantially a triangle at end 5, see Figure 1 . 

Regarding claim 6, the connecting lee is main lee 1, and extends horizontally at an upper 
end of net 4. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 
6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made.

Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Mims. 
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Mims discloses the claimed invention, as best understood, except the bait extends down 
from the lee 5,3, instead of extending down from the main lee 1 . It would have been obvious to 
one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to attach the bait to the 
main lee 1, since it has been held that rearranging parts of an invention involves only routine 
skill in the art. In re Japikse, 86 USPQ 70. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claim 7 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejections under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 
2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

9. Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 1-3 and 5 have been considered but are moot 
in view of the new grounds of rejection.
